BREAKERS AHEAD. 


The Porte Proposes to Pacify 
Egypt Without British Help. 


Lord Dufferin Rejects the Proposition— 
A Rupture Anticipated, 


ALEXANDRIA, August 16.—An encounter 
between a British mounted patrol and a 
party of Bedouins occurred this morning 
near Ram/eh. Two ofthe latter were killed. 

WOLSELEY’S PROCLAMATION. 

Gen. Sir Garnet Wolseley, with the 
authority of the Khedive, issued a proclama. 
tion to the people of Egypt, representing that 
the sole object of the British was to restore 
the authority of the Khedive. It says that 
all peaceful inhabitants will be kindly treat- 
ed. The mosques will be respected and al] 


‘supplies paid for. Gen. Wolseley adds that 


he will be glad to receive all the chiefs who 
are disposed to assist in suppressing the re- 
bellion. 

LOSING HEART. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 16.—A belief in the 
hopelessness of the struggle is spreading 
among the Ezyptians. The British com- 
mapder at Meks has received overtures for 
the surrender of an entire infantry battalion, 
if they can obtain favorable terms. 

A CONFERENCE, 

ALEXANDRIA, August 16—Gen. Wolseley 
held a conference to-day with Admiral Sey- 
mour and ali the Generals. He subsequently 
visited the Khedive. This afternoon Gen. 
Wolseley willinspect the Ramleh position. 

THE PORTE’S PROPOSAL. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 16.—A draught 
of the military convention proposed by the 
Porte to Engiand was as follows: The Turk- 
ish army undertakes the pacification of Egypt 
without foreign assistance. The British to 
remain in their present position, and not to 
participate in the operations. The Turks 
shall be allowed to use Alexandria as a base 
of operations, and the Turks and British both 
to withdraw afier the pacification of the coun- 
try. 

DUFFERIN’S DEMAND. 

Dufferin rejected this draught and submit- 
ted snother, stipulating that Turkey should 
not undertake operations without the previ- 
ous consent of the British Commander; that 
British officers should be attached to Turkish 
headquarters, and that the question of the 
evacuation should be the subject of a special 
convention. Itis believed there is no proba- 
bility of the Porte accepting the English con- 
ditions. A few officers and soldiers returned 
on leave from Suda Bay, where 4,100 Turkish 
troops are assembied. 


The Morning Budget: 

ALEXANDRIA, August 16.—Col. Gerard, of 
the mounted infantrr, rode out yesterday on 
a recounoisance to withina half mile of the 
enemy’s second line. The party was pursued 
by a body of horsemen, of whom it succeed- 
ed in killing several. 

Lieuts. Smith Dorrien of the Invincible and 
Hamilton of the Alexandra on Monday night 
waded across the Mahmoudieh Canal and 


_Marout Lake, the water being only ankle 


deep. Dorrien’s account of his reconnoissance 
is as follows: Lieut. Hamilton and myseif, 


after proceeding very cautiously about sev- | 
enteen miles without escort, arrived at 2:30 | 


o’clock Tuesday mornirg within 300 yards of 
‘he enemy’s cavairy camp. The nigat was 
very dark and we were unable toget details of 
tbe position. We therefore decided to find a 
point which would enable us to see the camp 
when daylight broke. We bad not moved ibir- 
ty rods when the enemy’s picket saw us and 
showed a bright light which was directly 
along theline. Weran about a mile and en- 
tered the lake about 100 yards. The enemy 
pursued and spread themSeives along the 


lake, completely cutting off our retreat. Their | 


horses seemed afraid to face the wake 
in the dark. The enemy’s svstem of 
signaling with lights avpeared excellent. 
Our every mpvement was flashed by the near- 
es! man an¢ swered along the line. I pre- 
sume the enemy did not firein order no: to 
alarm any force we might have bidnesr. We 
tied a white handkerchief to a poie in expece 
tation of being captured, but afterwards de- 
cided to make ano:her effort at escape. At 4 
o’clock in the morning we went a hundred 
yards further into the lake and laid down in 
two feet of water., The enemy, evidently 
losing sight of us, retired. At 4:45 we rove, 
and having made a long detour returned to 
the English camp. 

LONDON, August 16—Ho»pital arrange- 
ments are so complete that if Bri'ish troops 
in Kgypt should be invalided there would be 
ampie medical accommodation.

THE BIG BOMBARDMENT. 


Account of the Alexandria Fight by an 
Officer of the American Navy. 
Special Correspondence Ph'ladeiphia Ties. 

U. S. STEAMER GALENA, ALEXANDRIA, July 
15.—Americans should learn a les+on from the 
bombardment of Alexandria. No more can 
they put their trust in forts alone to gevard 
their coasts.. It has been clearly proved that 
war shipsin general, and English men-of-war 
in particular, are more than a match for any 
fortress on land. In Puck, some time ago, a 
Mother Goose story was brought out m 
which the destruction of New York was fore- 
told; warships lay miies outside the Nar- 
rows and blazed away at the metropolis un- 
harmed, far beyond the range of the port 
guns. The reality came to pass in Alexan- 
dria, July 11, 1882, The immediate cause of 
the bombardinent was Arabi’s strengthening 
his fortifications. Looking through our 
glasses one day we discerned men pulling 
huge cannon upon the ramparts of the near- 
est fort. Apparentiy our English neighbors 
saw it, too, for soon they gave out that the 
Arabs were getting up seventeen more guns. 
They further issued a noticetfor everybody to 
“move,” as they were goiug to fire upon the 

forts next morning. : 

Everything was confusion immediately. 
Tne harbor up to this time had been still full 
of merchant shipping. They thought all of 
this talk was going to end in taik. But now 
they began to make a headlovg rush for the 
efiig. The fleets of War got up steam, in 


obedience to ihe signals of their respective , 


flag-sbips, and soon American, French, Ger- 


man, Austrian, Russian, Greek—in fact, the | 


¢ 


representatives of every nation in EKurope— 
in one indiscriminate crowd, were rushing 
outside the moles. Our American equadron, 


under the lead of the fag-ship Lancaster, 
was anchored in a favorable position for 
sight-seeing. Each war ship did aliin its 
power to assist the merchantmen out; the 
French had many lying within the inner 
mole, the Italians manv more. I saw one 
Italian ram, lengthy and low-lying, steam 
back aud forth ali day. long on errands of 
mercy, towing several Neapolitan or Vene- 
tian or Genoese barks—a string of them—in 
its trail, seeing them sail off whenin the 
open. The last faint twilight showed us that 
busy steamer stealing through the evening 
mist like a ghost—an illusion to which her 
white coating and the perfect stillness help- 
ed much to contribute—laboriously hauling 
after her some poor, trembiing merchantman. 
THE NIGHT BEFORE. 

That night we lay five miles out. Around 
us Were gathered the best ships of the finest 
navies in the world, waiting to learn a practi- 
cal lesson iu gunneryinthemorving. When- 
ever the question was asked when the firing 
was Coing to begin the invariable answer was: 
“At 7a.m. sharp.” Some English officere 
caine to give us a cali before the morning’s 
work began. One jokingly remarked: 

*‘Very sorry we can’t give you programmes 
for the concertto-morrow. Butthe doors are 
open and music begins at 7 a. m.”’ 

Our friends didn’t have much leisure for 
visiting. All the afternoon they were busy 
*‘clearing ship for action,’”? as the sea phrase 
puts it. On each of their vessels topgallant 
masts and yards were sent down, so any stray 
snotcrashing among the upper spars couid 
nottumbie their fragments down upon the 
gunners below; then the bowsprit and head- 
booms were “rigged in,” so that the steel 
rams that poked out in an ugly fashion below 
at the bows might have s clean sweep and an 
unbroken biow. At dusk the numerous 
French fleet ail left for parts unknown. 1] 
have wondered why the Egyptians let the 
beautiful lizht of their **Pnaros’”’ shine so 
brightly on that might of preparation. It is 
named after the ancient lighthouse that 
Violemy built on the same site. Perhaps 
they thought it was useless to envelop ihem- 
selves in darkness, because, for a week past, 
those terribie Kugti-h had kept some sort of 
a baleful light gleaming upon them that sure- 
ly Aliah never made. The marvels of elec- 
tricity are not comprehended bythe Arab 
brain, so they could not understand it. About 
9O.m.itseemed to them a spiritual phe- 
nomenon ceemmenced ona Biitish man-of- 
war three miles out to sea. First a pale glim- 
mér shooting across the black stretch of water 
between till it fell faintly on the shore. Then, 
as it struck the bastion of Fort Ras-el-Teen, 
it wouid suddenly increase into a glare, un- 
earthly as Eblis, illuminating the parapets 
and gun carriaves with aglow of pallid blue. 
As the flesh of every superstitious son of Ish- 
maei began to creep with horror, the phan- 
tom flash moved along the const, passing 
morques, minarets, windmills and palaces, 
revealing all the secrets of tne night. Inthe 
mornings, after these electrical exhibitions, 
we would hear tales of panics ashore, how 
the Moslems thought the biue light bewitch- 
ed them, that it was manufactured by some 
evil Peri in the service of the Christians. It 
was natura! that they felt afraid of an ene- 
my that could make their secret deeds iike 
the noonday. ‘These electric lighia are but 
dark-lanterns on a large scale, and the En- 
gtish fight as if in the invisible helmet of 
Minerva. 


THE BOOMING OF THE GUNS. 

The next dav, sume time after haif-past 6 
a. M., your correspondent was wrapped in 
one of those slumbers so very tempting on a 
July morning, Light breezes slipped through 
the, baif-turned siats of his window-blinds 
and were gradually bringing him toa real- 
izing sense that another day had long since 
broke. So very tranquil was it he quite for- 
got the notice about the **opera”’ that begun 
‘sat Ta. m.,” when suddenly it was “Boom! 
Boom!’ then more quickly, ““Boom! Boom! 
Boom!’’ It was the most effective reveille 
ever beaten. Toilets were made in disgrace- 
ful haste and evervbody tumbled up to the 
upper deck. The clock marked Just ten min- 
utes past 7. The English had kept their word. 

Aiexandriais built on a tongue of land 
shaped likean L. On either side of this runs 
the coast line, slightiy concave and with forts 
dotting it atintervals. The most formidable 
of tbe latter are two, one near the “Pharos,” 
ihe other in the center of the city, “*Fort Na- 
poleon.’’? Wesaw the fleet dispersed in two 
bodies. One fought to the left of the city,the 
other t» the right. They were gradually 
working inward and fired briskiv. The jand 
batteries, on the eontrary, replied slowly. It 
was evident they were discouraged. The 
English plainly were going on till they were 
in such range that they could pound the 
AraLs unmercifully while yet out of range of 
theirinferior guns. That position Was at- 
tained and then the effect was murderous in- 
deed. Enormous sheils fell botly into the 
forts and wafted many an Arabian knigbt to 
his houri paradise somewhat prematurely. 
H.M.S. emeraire lay pear us and her fire 
wasreplied to. But of all the Egyptian shots 
only one, the broken pieces ot a sheil, fell 
near us like pebbles “skipped” by a child 
upon a pond. : 

The Engiishb had posted the best ship in 
their navy in the angle between the city and 
the coast. This, the Inflexibie, is. the most 
powe! ful fighting ship ever built by the Brit- 
ish. Imaginea fivating ecastie 110 feet long 
and 75 feet wide, risirg 10 feet out of water 
and having above that two round turrets, 
plauted di:gonally at the opposite corners. 
Imagine this eastie and its turrets heavily 
plated with armor, each turret being armed 
with two eighty-ton guns. Conceive these 
ableto fire, alifourin corcert, at an eremy 
abead, astern, on either beam, and In pairs 
towardevery point of the compass, At- 
tached to this rectanguiar armored castle, 
but completely submerged, everv part being 
six or seven feet under water, there is a hull 
of ordinary form, with a powerful ram-bow, 


‘with twin screws and a submerged rudder. 


The whole is encased ina wooden structure 
that gives it shape, speed and seawortbiness. 
The armoris two feet thick, horse-power 
8,000, exch projectile weighisg 1,700 pounds. 
fac cost of this monster approximates tbree 
and 4 quarter mi.lious of dollars. 

ANOTHER MONSTER, 

As she lay therein the angle, hammering 
away uitone fort near the iignibouseand at 
another on her cpposite side, another Se 
mencous monitor,tbe Monarch, took up pos!- 
tion and openéa fire upon a third fort, half- 
way between tre othertwo. The batteries on 
the extreme rignt had here an opporiunity to 
pay Off some vid scores In making it uncum- 
fortabie for the Monarch by across ire, So 
a little ship, the Condor, insignificant as to 
size compared with the other two, Was sen" 
to tuke care of the rigbt batteries. Sbe chose 
a point that was a littie to one side. Here ihe 
guns irom ihe land could hot te traiued on 
ber Without exeeedisng dificulty, and 
she buzzed around that unfortunate 
fortlike « bumble-bee about the head of some 
meddiesome smail boy. Never still, never at 
one spot, it Was quite impos-ibie for the 
Arabs to sim correctly. Her shrapnel swept 
away their gunners, and the side hits they got 
atthe Monarch were not mavy. One sbot 
only passed over the Conudor’s masts—a wild 
shot. As a certain sheil of the Monareh 
drove into the fort aear the windmill a flame 
burst vertically up. It rose toa great height 
and seemed to pause for a moment, when it 
subsided, and then we saw the surrounding 
butidings burst into a conflagration, great 
columus of black smoke ari-ing. Apparently 
the shot of the Munarch had broken into 4a 
magezine, with disastrous effect. How many 
wretcbed Arabs were lifted on that ascending 
flame i kuow nol. . The same scenes met our 
eves 25 we looked along the line. There were 
clouds of white sinoke enveloping the lower 
portion of the ships, round puffs of white 
smuke high in the air marking the track of a 
circling shell, yellow smoke rolling tn billows 


ashore, dust from the breaking wails. Every | 


vessel was steaming slowly to and froand the 
motion completely destroved the accuracy of 
the enemy’s aim. Sometimes a biack, vapory 
arch suddenly appeared in mid-air, like an 
ugly rainbow, one eud resting on a fort, the 
other On a man-of-war. It was madebya 
so-called “‘rocket,’’ an incendiary apparatus 
designed to set on fire anything inflammable 
of the enemy. A little steamer, with two 
yellow smokestacks side by side, not much 
unlike ariver steamboat, went constantly 
back and forth outside the line of the English 
gunboats. This was the flig-ship, bearing 

Admiral Seymour. In Farragut’s time the 
flag-vessel was the biggest of the fleet; mod- 
érn improvemeuts have made it nothing 
more than a dispatch boat. Like an en- 
couraging General, it went galioping over 
the feld of battle, spurring her warriors to 
more valiant deed-, if possible. 

_ The Egyptian officers were to be seen jump- 
ing up on ihe parapets to see the effect of 
their shots; they, too, encouraged their meno 
to fight bravely. They were more plucky 
tahun was expected. But it was all quite 
vaip, and littie by little Arabi’s forts 
and his men dwindled away.

Senator Hill, of Georgia, Dies at 6 
O’Ciock This Morning. 


ATLANTA, GA., August 16—About 2 
o’cilock this morning Senator Hill was found 
to be rapidiy sinking. His breathing was 
with difficulty. He continued to sleep, how- 
ever, and at a few minutes after6 his 
death occurred without a struggle. He died 
from exhaustion. 

HOW HE DIED. 

ATLANTA, GA., August 16.—For several 
hours before Senator Hiii’s death it was evi- 
dent that the end was near. Soon after day- 
break his family were summoned to the bed- 
side, and there were present at his death the 
following persons: Mrs. Hill, B. H. Hill, Jr., 
and wife, Dr. R. P. Ridley and wife, Senator 
Hill’s daughter, Charles D. Hil, his son, two 
nephews of the Senator, and Dr. Wright, the 
attending surgeon. Four hours before Sena- 
ter Hill’s death he made a sign for a hypo- 


dermic injection of morphine, which was ad- 
ministered. He appeared to be awake aud 
conscious several times, but could not speak. 
At 6:15 he was apparentiy awake, when he 
closed his eyes gently and died without even 
atremor. The funeral will take piace on 
Friday.

A Cattle Quarantine to be Established 
atthe EKastern Sea Boards. 


CuicaGo, August 16.—J. H. Sanders, of 
this city, a member of the United States Cat- 
tle Commission, says that for the month 
ending July 15° Chicago received nearly 
80,000 head of Texan cattle, a greater num- 
ber than ever before in the same length of 
time. These were mostly slaughtered and 
these not killed were Kept apart from the do- 
mestic cattle and are not likely to infect them 
wiih the Texas cattie fever this year. A\l- 
though Eastern breeders, who have not 
learned how to deal with the disease, 
are troubled with it, Mr. Sanders 


thinks the cattle fever in the East is from 
cattle shipped north from the Southern 


States east of Texas, where cattle are afflicted . 


with Texas fever... Mr. Sanders and other 
Members of the Commission will start for 
Quebec to-day to examine the quarantine 
system there, with a view of adopting a 
similar one at Portland, Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore within two 
months. This wil! aitow direct importations 
of fine cattle from Europe.

Ireland. 

DUBLIN, August 16—E. Dwyer Grey, 
member of Parliament and proprietor of the 
Freeman’s Journal, was to-day sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment and fisea £500 
for contempt of courtin publishing a letter of 
O’Brien’s, the editor of the United Ireland, 
accusing the jury which eonvicted Francis 
Hines of murder, and saying that John 
Doloughty, one of the panel, was drunk on 
the night previous to the day on which the 
verdict was given, and an article com menting 
thereon. 

JUDICIAL VIOLENCE. 

O’Brien and Davitt were put out of court. 
Grey, after being sentenced, was handed 
over to the custody of the City Coroner. The 
latter evinced some reluctance to take charge 
of him, but the Judge called upon him to do 
his duty. The Coroner, whose intervention 
was necessary because Grey is High Sheriff 
of the city of Dublin, then conveyed the 
prisoner to Richmond Prison. Grey, at the 
expiration of his term, must find sureties 
himself for £5,000, and two others £2,000 es@), 
Thejdecision of the court caused a great sensa- 
tion. Grey was Lord Mayor of Dublin for 
’80 and was nominated a second time for ’81, 
but declined the nomination. 

AN OVATION TO PARNELL. 

The City Hail was deasely crowded to-day, 
onthe occasion ofthe presentation of the 
freedom ofthe city to Parnell and Dillon. 
Nearly every Mayorin Ireland, except the 
Mayor of Belfast, was present. Starey, the 
Radical member of Parliament for Sunder- 
land,and all the Home Ruie members of Par- 
liament werealiso preseat. The Conserva- 
tive members of the Dubiin Municipality were 
absent. 

A CRISIS. 

When the roll of the corporation was called, 
at the mention of Grey’s name 
the whole audience rose and cheered 
enthusiastically for several minutes. The 
Lord Mayor said that Grey’s sentence was 
equivalent to six months’ imprisonment. He 
advised the people to be most careful and 
guarded in their language, as they were in 
the midst of a great crisis. 

PARNELL’S SPEECH. 

Parnell, returning thanks to the corpora- 
tion for the freedom of the city, said that, in 
view of recent events, it was clear that liberty 
of speech no longer existed in Ireland. He 
and his associates, however, would take care 
to bring the subject before the Commons at 
the first cpportunity. Meanwhile the Irish 
party would peaceably continue to educate 
them to govern themselves and would advise 
them to accept whatever reform might be , 
offered them while pushing on towards legis- © 
lative independence. He advised the higher 
classes, while they yet had time, to joinin 
endeavoring to bring about a better state of 
affairs. The people could no longer tolerate 
their present degradation, 

DILLON’S SPEECH.

Proceedings of the Annual Convention 
at Saratoga—Coe’s Speech. 

SaRaTOGA, August 16,—ThejBankers’ As- 
sociation began ite annual session to-day. 
The attendance was much larger than ever 
before, comprising representatives from ail 
yections of the country. The president be- 

lore beginning the opening address intro- 
duced |[to the convention Wm. H. Foster, of 
Salem, Mass., who has been cashier ofa bank 
there for 59 years. Geo. 8. Coe, the president, 
then gave the opening address. He congrat- 
ulated the association on the general favor- 
able financial condition under which it meets. 
The serions apprehensions which were re- 
cently felt have been dispelled by the pros- 
pect abundantcrops. The neglect of Congress 
to relieve the banks of exceptional war taxes 
wasa great disappointment. A single bad 
harvest, with the continuance of the present 
eompulsory coinage and the rapid accumula- 
tion of inferior silver dollars in the Treasury, 
would drecipitate this nation irrecoverably 
intoa lower standard of value, and would 
most seriously impairour present superior 
power ana commercial independence among 
the nations ofthe world. Fromany point of 
view at which, as practical men, we can view 
this question of compulsory coinage or cur- 
rency itseems nothing less than a gratuitous | 
unnecessary and self-imposed infliction upon 
the business of the country, an obstacle toits 
commerce and trade in every way and unfair 
in its practical operations. 

COMMERCIAL PAPER. 

Luke Poland, of Vermont, presented a 
resolution directing the Executive Committee 
to ascertain the laws of several] States in re- 
gard to commercial paper,especially variations 
aud differences therein; aso, whether under 
the Constitutional power given to Congress 
to reguiate commerce among the several 
States itis not competent for Congress to 
make laws governing commercial paper 
drawn in one State and payable in 
another, 60 that such laws shail 
be uniform throughout the nation; 
aiso whether it is expedient forCongress to ex- 
ercise such power, if the Coustitution confers 
it, and report at the next annual meeting of 
the association.

Departure of Genersis, Princes and 
Troops from London.

Shortly before l'o’ciock tbe jast horse was 
embarked, and at haif-past the hour Sir 
Garnet Wolseley, who bad driven downina 
brougham, was received by Sir George 
Champers and Colonel Martindale, and with

tinguished officer wore a gray ulster, tightly 
buttoned, and having tbe hood drawn over 
his head.

THE MEXICAN EXCHANGE. 


What It Will Do for Our Trade With 
the Sister Repubiic. 


During the past few years the atteption of 
the people of this country has been drawn to 
the possibility of a great trade with Mexico. 
At first it was regarded as mythical and vis- 
ijonary; now, however, it looms up into such 
impo!tance that the whole country, especially 
the commercial cities oftne East, is giving 


special attention to this grow- 
ing and important question. For 


more than three hundred years, 
we, asapeople, have been practically isolated 
from a country in whicb the natives of Eur- 
ope have reaped harvests;of weaith. The rail- 
roads now being built between Mexico and 
the United States have created a wonderful 
change in the relations that have hitherto ex- 
isted between the two neighboring countries. 


Hostility has given place to friendly feelings; 
international acquaintance has promoted mu- 
tual respect; a knowledge of each other’s 
wants and requirements has created a spirit 
of commercial interest which is growing 
stronger day by day. It has been some time 
since the attention of the commercial commu- 
nity of this city was publicly called to the 
question of trade with Mexico. In 
February, 1880, the Mexican Con- 
sul here called a meeting of 
the represertative business men of St. Louis 
with the view of interesting themin the 
establishment ofan American and Mexican 
Commercial Exchange. The views expressed 
at that meeting, while favoring the project, 
were based on the idea that there would not 
be rail convection with Mexico for many 
years to come; hence no active ~— 
were taken in the matter. n 
the two and a half years’ that 
aye elapsed, events have crowded oul 
ailantiquated notions, anda new erais now 
presented to the energy and enterprise of the 
merchants of this great yalley. At that time 
no railroad had even approached the north- 
ern frontier of Mexico. Now there are no 
less than four great international lines, 
stretching from Laredo on the northeast and 
E! Paso on the southwest, penetrating the 
cities, towns avd = miuing districts 
of Nortbern Mexico and ramify- 
ing through the States of Chihuahua, 
Sonora, New Leon, Coahuila and Tamauiipas. 
Que, the Mexican Central, connecting at El 
Paso with the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad, is now graded to Santa Rosalia, 100 
miies south of the ecily of Chihuahua, and it 
is announced that tbe trains of this road will 
run into the iatter city on the first of septem- 
ber next. Tbe other, connecting at Laredo 
with the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
Railroad system (which also reaches 
Ki Paso via the ‘Texas and  Pa- 
cific) will be open for business to the 
city of Monterey. the central point of dis- 
‘ripulion of Nortbeastera Mexico, on Sep- 
tember 15 next. Anotber and very important 
road is the Mexican Oriental, which starts 
out from Laredo and penetrates the richest 
territory of tropical Mexico along the Gulf 
coast, tapping, With its brancheswevery port 
of entiy on the Mexican Gulf. Tais lacter is 
a part of the Missouri Pacific system from Si. 
Louis, and wiil soon reseh the city of Mexico. 
Between El Paso and Chihuapua on the 
one side and Lared® and Monterey on ine 
other, in the Northern Mexicau States, 
through which these roads now run, there is 
a rich, industrious consuming popuiation of 
over two millions ofinhavitaats within raii 
communication of St. Leuts to-day.

DICK LITTLE. 


The Cracker Neck ‘‘Squealer”? Passes 
Through St. Louis. 

This morning United States Deputy Mar- 
shal Overton, of the Nurthern District of 
Alabama, passed through the Union Depot 
having in charge Dick Little, the “‘give-away” 
of the James gang. The particulars of the 
arrest at Kansas City were published in 
these columns vesterday. Little, who 
has been loating about Kansas 
City since he rendered services to the officia's 
in capturing other members cf the gang, 
was making a purchase in a drug siore at 
Main and Fourth streets, Kansas City, about 
noon yesterdays, when a resident Deputy 
United States Marshal arrested him. The 
agent of Alabaima was in waiting at tlie 


office for Little, and last evening 
started home with his man. They 
arrived at the Union Depot 


at 6:30 this morning on the Missouri Pacific 
and leftfor the South on the Iron Mountain 
at 7:50. Little is wanted at Mussel Shoals, 
Aiabama,to answer a charge of highway rob- 
bery. On March 11th, 1881, A. J. Smith, a 
United States Paymaster, was halted by three 
men at that point and robbed of $5240 whiie 
on hia way to the Government works. The 
identity of the robbers was a mystery for a 
long time. Smith was arrested on a charge 
of secreting the money and wouid have 
been put on tria! had it not been for an acci- 
dental arrest made about thattime. About 
ten days after the robbery a man named Tom 
Hill wes arrested about seven miles from 
Nashville, Tenn., for assaulting and attempt- 
ing toroba saloon-keeper. When searched 
$14.20 was found on his person. The money 
was identified by Smith as a portion of that 
taken from him. While in jail a woman 
who had been associated with Hil: 
but had been discarded by him, informed tn 
ofticers that he was wanted in Jacksou coun- 
iy, Mo. Communication was begun with ibe 
Jackson county authorities, and Hil] was 
identified as Bill Ryan, one of the most prom- 
inent members ofthe James gang. He was 
rendered up by the Tennessee 
authorities and tried at Independence for 
participating in the first Glendale train 
robpvery. He was convicted and sentenced to 
twenty-five years’ imprisonmentin the Pen- 
itentiary, Which term he is now serving out. 
Nothing was heardof the other two robhers. 
although the authorities continued to work 
on the case, The result was the arrest of Lit- 
tle yesterday at Kansas City. The officer was 
provided with the necessary requisition 
papers and started home at once. Atthe 
Union Depot Little and his guar- 
dian breakfasted in the dining-pball, 
A stranger wouid never judge Littieio be a 
desperado. He is under medium heignt, 
slender build, and has a very ordinary coiin- 
tenance. In his conversation he makes an 
attempt to be ‘fly’? and fails. While at 
hreakfast he was seeu bya reporter, to whom 
he said: “Oh, lam going to Alabama will- 
ingly toans ‘er the charge. Overtoa bas not 
even handcuffed me.”’ ~
